Good advertising requires careful 
thought and. laborious planning. 
The idea that advertisements can, 
be dashed off in a few minutes, by 
any member of the staff.who bhap- 
pens to be unoccupjed, is a fallacy. 
Every advertisement should. be de- 
signed and written with the utmost 


-eare jn order to, ensure, as for.as 


possible, adequate return for the 
money spent upon it. : 

Some firms take great care in 
dressing their avindows attractively 
and train their salesmen and aasist- 
ants carefully, but they seem’ to 
consider the. preparation of adver- 
tisements of minor importance, and 
entrust ‘inexperienced men, with 
this work...
